on Monday.

in our existence, and one which, 
the coming months, will necessitate 
important decisions,” he added, 


There were, said Mr. Rossdale, two 


alternatives open to the Council : 


either to increase all seat rentals at 
all synagogues—and this might entail 
raising the minimum.rate. of member- 


ship contribution above its present 


level of £6 10s. per annum—or to cut — 


down all unessential expenditure. 


“If the Council does not stop waste _ 
Canadian Chairman. of the 


wherever it manifests itself, then it 
must agree to ask our members to pay 


for this waste.” 


Members of the Council had before 
them a graph showing the rise and fall 
of expenditure and income from con- 
tributions. “Mr, 
between 1948 and 1949 the rate of 
increase in symagogue contributions 
did not keep pace with synagogue 
expenditure. In 1949, when the: first 
‘of the 10. per. cent increases on mem- 
bership. contributions was introduced, 
contributions caught up with increas- 
when 
the second increase was made, mem- 
bers’ contributions began to outpace 
the rise in expenditure, 


But. this did not last, and it was in - 


the last two years that the serious 
trend of events had manifested itself.

could not be disregarded, Expenditure 
was bound to rise further, The increase 
in. synagogue estimates for 1958. con- 
firmed this. Membership contribu- 
rons, despite all the rescheduling and 
other adjustments, had begun to show 


, tendency to decline, The average . 


synagogue contribution per member 
at the end of 1957 was less than at 
the end of £956, and, in relation to 
synagogue expenditure, was less than 
at any time in the past ten years. 

When speaking of the two choices 
open to the Council, Mr. Rossdale 
reminded members that the financial 
system of the United Synagogue was 
one of mutual aid. Every synagogue, 
once admitted as a constituent body, 
was entitled if in difficulties to look 
to all the others for help. But this 
did not mean that such a synagogue 
was entitled to be extravagant in ‘its 
expenditure, or careless in the collec- 
tion of its accounts. 


Capital Exhausted — 


The United Synagogue, he said, had 


exhausted its own capital resources, 
jt had already borrowed on a gigantic 


scale and if, because of national finan-. 


cial policy, the United Synagogue was 


unable to borrow any more capital 
for new. schemes, no matter how 
schemes must. 
- necessarily. be held in abeyance unless 
members were able and. willing to 


worth-while.. these 


provide all the capital needed. 


The United Synagogue was for- 


tunate in having permission from the 
Capital Issues Committee to borrow 
for building purposes from its mem- 


bers.. The Treasurers were actively. 


considering means of utilising this per- 
mission, Mr. Rossdale stated, 

Every. time a synagogue borrowed 
money ‘to. embark on a building 
scheme it involved itself in annual 


capital charges for a whole genera- 


tion. Although the Council did what 
it could to ensure that the synagogue 
was placed on a viable basis, past 
experience showed that it was difficult 


lo keep a synagogue’s budget balanced 


during the whole period in which 
capital charges had to be paid. 

Owing to the immense difficulty. of 
finding further capital and the impact 


of borrowing on local and general 


finances.of the synagogues, Mr, Ross- 
dale hoped that members contemplat- 
ing new building schemes would not 
only be patient, bat would, when the 
opportunity occurred, come ‘to the 
Treasurers with practical schemes 
which would not have the effect of 
endangering their own synagogues or 
the United Synagogue’s financial 
stability, 


The most outstanding feature of the 


United Synagogue’s accounts for 1957, 


suid Mr. Rossdale, was the return to 


the standard of the 24 per cent assess- 
ment on the gross revenue of -the 
synagogues for- general and charit- 
able purposes, This appeared to be 


a return to normal after a period of 
ten years during which it had been 
necessary to increase, by varying 
amounts, the assessment on syna- 
gogues. 
This reduction had proved possible 
only because the General Purposes 


Account had been provided with 


entirely new sources of revenue. But 
too much reliance must not be placed 
on these new sources being main- 


tained at the same level, the Treasurer 


said, 

Dealing with the General Purposes 
Account, Mr. Rossdale said that there 
was a final favourable balance of 
£11,678. 

He hoped that the Council would 
not think that it could consider. enter- 
ing into new and permanent. obliga- 
tions on the strength of this working 
balance. They had for so:long lived 
from hand to mouth that the posses- 


sion of about £11,000 might seem 
~~fike--a small. fortune. 


But really this 
was not so. 
the United Synagogue, whose annual 
commitments. must run into several 
hundred thousand pounds, to have a 


-. gafety margin in terms of a working 


balance of only £11,000 was. indeed 
treading on very thin ice, when the 


dangers of recession were remembered. 


Mr. Rossdale gave details of the 
Building Fund Account to which was 
credited the building rate contributed 
by every synagogue and from which 
expenditure was made on the renova- 
tion and maintenance of the con- 
Stituent synagogue . properties.

The income of the 25 ‘constituent 
synagogues, Mr. Rossdale said, rose -

Expenditure rose in the samé time by 
£2.197 to 
increased allocations. from the minis- 
ters. salaries fund and the ministers’ 


‘salaries augmentation fund to those . 


synagogues whose expenditure ex- 
ceeded their. income, the amount 
available for. distribution as net final 
surpluses to twelve synagogues was 


£4,695 as against an expected £4,404. 


The United Synagogue had made 
the following payments in cash during 
1957 to the London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education: proceeds of the 


Religious Education Rate from: Con-” 


from District Synagogue members, 
£13,498; from affiliated members,

For the 19 District Synagogues. the 
total income in 1957 was £94,940, an 
increase of £5,297 over 1956..

although, if he made a bet, he would 


say that the odds were strongly on a 


‘major conflict between the democ- 
-racies and the Communists occurring 
in. the. next ten years -or possibly . 
sooner. 


“If war comes I am confident that 


‘the democracies will fight in defence 


of Israel.” Lord Balfour said. If they 
stood aside and allowed her destruc- 
tion he believed “the moral defeat

: Rabbi Dr. 1. Epstein, Principal of

nection with the Institute's progress, 
that so far 15 applications for the 
courses had been received. Twelve 
applicants wished to take the degree 
course and three the’ Diploma “A” 
certificate. Dr. Epstein added that 
the entrance: to the courses for most 
of the degree course | 
depended on their passing the qualify- 
ing examinations this month.

RESIGNATION OF 
CHAZAN

The Reader of the Hendon Syna- 
gogue, the Rev. S. B. Taube, has 
tendered his resignation to accept a 
post in America, it was stated at 


Monday's meeting of the United 


Synagogue Council. The President, 
the Hon. Ewen Montagu, Q.C., who 
announced this, criticised him for 
leaving the synagogue without a 
chazan for the Holy-days. 


Mr. Montagu told the Council 


that the Hendon Reader “ went for a 
holiday in France; turned up in 
America,” and had given the syna- 
gogue notice. 

Mr. Montagu then asked for, and 
was given, authority to advertise the 
post as soon as the request for such 
action was received from the Hendon 
Synagogue. 


Two representatives from Hendon --- 


Synagogue on the Council: then 
objected that Mr. Montagu had 
raised a matter of which the Hendon 
of Management had little 
Knowledge. The Board had called 
an emergency meeting for Thursday 
(yesterday). There was, said one of 
the representatives,.a possibility that 
the resignation might be withdrawn. 

Mr. Montagu replied that the 
United Synagogue Council had the 
responsibility of making ministerial 
appointments and it was their duty 


to’see that synagogues were staffed.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


MOSAIC DEMOCRACY 


ORAH, ‘after 
Sidra is named, left behind 
him an unenviable reputa- 
tion. He became the evil symbol, 


throughout Jewish history, of the 


spirit of dissension, of personal 
ambition that respected no 


authority, that honoured no prin- 
ciples, that. was prepared to ride 


roughshod over every sanctity in 
order to achieve the goal set by 
self-aggrandisement. It was an 
attitude of mind that was ready to 


besmirch, for selfish ends, even a 


saint, to denigrate even a Moses. 
Unhappily, the lesson of Korah’s 


rebellion was never adequately 
learned. With sorrowful irony 4 
Jewish homiletical exegesis 


observes: “Korah perished; not- 
withstanding, the sons of Korah 
died not.” The divisive malaise of 
“Koraism” continued to corrode 


- Jewish life throughout the centuries. 


Every major tragedy in our history 
had schism and internecine strife at 


its root. The first Jewish State fell 


not as a unity: it was destroyed 
piecemeal. ~Jeroboam’s national 


‘dichotomy paved the way for the . 


ultimate disaster at the hands of 
external foes. The second Jewish 
State was overwhelmed, the Talmud 


informs us, because of the Kamtsa . 


and Bar Kamtsa squabble.. The 


analysis js, no doubt, hyperbole ;

FIRE AT KOSHER

Way, who was born in 1772, used a 
great fortune, which he unexpectedly 
inherited, for the “glory of God.” 
From 1811 until his death in 1840, 
his main interest had been the situa- 
tion and prospects of the Jewish 
people. 

The lecturer described how, after 
inheriting £300,000, Way decided to 
consecrate his time and wealth to the 
cause of the Jews. He became a 
member of the London Society for 
the Propagation of Christianity 
Among the Jews, and he began to 
invite young Jews to Stansted Park, 
Sussex, which he had purchased, and 
there: taught them the rudiments of 
the Christian faith, 

Way had an unswerving affection 
and respect for the Jewish people, Dr.

Alva’s pictures are difficult to write 
about.

Though | 
abstract, they are neither geometrical 
nor tachiste ; they start with an image 
in the artist's mind, an image coming 
out of the dark, At what stage that 
image identifies itself with an intel- 
lectual «concept, I do not know ; but 
from then on the process is one of 
simplification the way.

they seem to be held phosphorescently __ 
mid-darkness.

Liberal Role

“Any dispassionate and  uwunpre- 
judiced «person who considers. the 


advances which we have made over 


the years must admit that We are ful- 
filling a communal need, and that 
Liberal Judaism is making = an 
increasing appeal to those Jews who 
are unattached or unhappy about the 
Orthodox presentation of their 
religion,” said Sir Louis Gluckstein, 
T.D., Q.C., D.L., when he presided at 
the annual meeting of the Liberal 
Jewish Synagogue, held at 28 St. 
John’s Wood Road, N.W.8, last week. 

Dr. Claude Montefiore, the cen- 
tenary of whose birth had been cele- 
brated recently, Sir Louts continued, 
had been accustomed to emphasise 


that it was no part of Liberal tradi- 


tion to. retort to the attacks made 


upon it by those who disliked its . 


approach to Judaism. 

‘We must therefore,” he. added, 
“continue steadily and courageousty 
to put forward our point of view, and 
to believe that its truth and justice will 
increasingly prevail in this country, 
and indeed throughout the world.” 


Reporting a year of excellent pro-. 


gress in the synagogue, Sir Louis said 


that membership at the end of 1957 
‘stood at 2415. 


The past year had seen a great 
increase in educational and’ religious 
activity, said the Rev. Philip Cohen, 
one of the ministers. Weekly dis- - 
cussion groups had made a decided 
impact on the educational life of the 
congregation, and he was glad to note - 
that the parents of young children 
were showing a greater imterest in 
acquiring a knowledge of observance 
and ceremonial both in the home and 
in the synagogue.

members towards their synagogue. The 
very happy spirit of harmony. and 


friendliness that now existed augured: 


well for the future.

dispose of the other portions of the 
non-Jewish trade.

retail meat trade was in best grade 
meat.

Mr. Simons explained why kosher 
poultry was often much dearer than 
ordinary poultry. 

“We have many problems to 
overcome,” he said: “First we 
have to go into the country to buy 
from farmers, Birds are brought to 
London alive and they lose a quarter 
of a pound in weight during transit.

Mr. Brenner added: “It is because 


the Board is a religious organisation — 


that it hesitates to give its views én 
the Jewish press. The Board’s main 
function is to provide shechita. It 
employs some 150 people and makes 


no profits. Expenses incurred to pro- 
vide shechita and kashrut are 
enormous.” 


A member of the audience sug- 
gested that. the religious authorities 
should take over the control of meat 
and poultry prices. To this Mr. 
Brenner replied that under its con- 
stitution the Board of Shechita was 
not empowered to deal with prices. 
But he hoped the time would come 
when public opinion might coerce the 
Board into interesting itself in prices, 
and that some method would be 


. devised to help the Board of Deputies 


to arrive at what would be considered 
as fair prices..

“HANGMAN OF BUCHENWALD” ZIONISM WITHOUT 
ON TRIAL 


Charges of Torture and Murder 
FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT—Basreuth 


The trial of 43-year-old Martin 
Sommer, known as the “ Hangman of 
Buchenwald,” on charges of murder- 
ing at least 53 camp inmates began 
here last week. 

The inmates are alleged to have 
been either shot, beaten to death, 
drowned, strangled, or given lethal 
injections by him. 

investigations into Sommer’s past 
began during the trial of Ilse Koch, 
the “ Mistress of Buchenwaid,” soon 
after the war, In 1950 the case against 


him, compiled from evidence supplied 


by nearly 400 witnesses,

It had not been before 1945, however, 
that he had confessed to the SS. 
authorities and had given details on 
the killings. . He had then admitted 
that he had given lethal injections 
to about 40. prisoners; following 


the orders of the camp commandant. 


The legal officer who. wrote down 
Sommer's confession in 1945 
appear as a witness at the trial. 

According ta preliminary -investiga- 
tions conducted by this officer 
Sommer called inmates to his office

An agreement between the Bank of 
Israel and the National Bank of 
Portugal for the opening of a clear- 
ance account of $500,000, to facilitate 
the exchange of goods between Israel 
and the countries of the Portuguese 
monetary area, came into effect last 


week. This is the first trade agree- 
ment reached between the two 
countries, which have formal 


diplomatic relations. 

Israel will purchase timber, citrus 
crates, “cork, coffee, cocoa, hides, 
wool, fish. products, ‘diamonds, and 
other goods from Portugal. In return, 
Portugal will purchase Israeli fruit, 
chemicals, fertilisers, 
automobiles, industrial. agricultural, 
and irrigation equipment, cartons and 
refrigerators. 


The agreement. includes provision

THE UNITED | 
SYNAGOGUE 


LAST Monday's Council meeting 
of .the United Synagogue was 
chiefly devoted to the Treasurer's 
presentation of the annual Budget 
statement. Mr. Frank Rossdale 
performed the task allotted to him 
with his customary skill and 


~jucidity. He was able to explain, 


for the information of the ordinary 


seatholder, some of the . main. 
- features of the elaborate and intri- 


cate financial machinery which the 
United Synagogue controls. In 
our last issue we printed a special 
article which must have brought 
home to many of our readers the 
magnitude of these commitments 
and responsibilities. Mr. Rossdale 
put the matter with commendable 
bluntness. when he stated that the 
United Synagogue had exhausted 
‘its own capital resources and had 
already borrowed on a gigantic 
He gave a warning that the 
widening gap between expenditure 
and income had now reached such 
a critical phase that important 
decisions of policy would shortly 


be necessitated. These decisions 


must vitally affect not only the 
muitifarious activities of the United 
Synagogue itself but also the 
numerous fields of outside work 
which it so munificently supports. 
To take but one example out of 
many, it payS annually—and rightly 
—a big subvention to the London 
Board of Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion. Within its more strictly 
domestic sphere, a great many new 
building schemes have recently been 
under way. “Every time a syna- 
gogue borrows money to embark 
on a building scheme,” said Mr. 
Rossdale, “it. involves itself in 
annual capital charges for a whole 


generation.” He expressed the hope 


that new building schemes would 
not have the effect of endangering 


their own synagogues or the 
United Synagogue’s financial 
stability. 


At the same time the whole pur- 
pose of the. United Synagogue is 
to further religious growth and 
expansion, and financial measures 
must be judged in so far as 
they subserve that end. A splendid 
example of the effective working 


of the United Synagogue was. 


furnished this week in the consecra- 


tion of the new synagogue build. 


ing of the Wembley Hebrew Con- 
gregation. It was scarcely thirty 
years ago that the initial meeting 
was held to found this congrega- 
tion. Since then the local com- 


munity has steadily expanded, and _ 
now. there is.a membership. of we 


with - 450 -pupile on: the 


of the Hebrew classes. The new 
building which has just been con- 
secrated by the Chief Rabbi pro- 
vides a dignified house of worship, 
together with a communal centre 
and facilities for educational, 
social, and recreational purposes. 
While of course the local residents 
have worked tremendously hard to 
collect the necessary building 


funds, the project has been made 
possible through the backing of the 


United Synagogue. This is but one 
instance of the widespread oppor~ 
tunities which the United Syna- 
gogue affords, and the Chief Rabbi 
expressed the hope that, throughout 
the Metropolis and particularly in 
the outlying districts of London, 
synagogues that were built or were 


about to be built would equally 


receive the wholehearted support of 
congregants. Rabbi Myer Berman, 
the minister of the synagogue, went 
even further when he said that he 


looked forward to the time when 
alterations could be made in the 


Act governing the constitution: of 
the United Synagogue so that the 
organisation could embrace the 
greater part of Anglo-Jewry, 
possibly by dividing tip areas in the 
country on a regional basis, — 

However, it must ‘not. be over- 
looked that financial problems 


sometimes arise not only through 


the building of synagogues but also 
through their closing. [t is there- 
fore pleasant to know that the dis- 
pute concerning the future: of the 
Great Synagogue congregation has 
happily not led to the resignation 
of the Hon. Officers of the United 


Synagogue, as. had earlier been

GERMAN ANTISEMITISM 
ONCE again, and so soon after 
the exit of the Nazi régime, German 
Jewry, through their representa- 
tives, have felt compelled to call 
a special conference to express their 


great concern at the recrudescence 


of antisemitism in Germany. Dele- 
gates meeting in Diisseldorf. ‘last 


week voiced the growing apprehen- _ 


sion of the Jewish community at 
the rapidly deteriorating atmo- 
sphere. The fact that a special 


meeting should have been found 


necessary is sad evidence of how 


small is the influerice the repentant 


and good Germans—and there are 
some—have ‘yet been able to exert 


over the ordinary public. The 


attendance of an observer repre- 
senting the Jewish communities in 
East Germany shows that they, too, 
are worried by the same problem. 
‘In Communist East Germany, 
according to figures published in 
the Western part of Berlin, as is 
regrettably the case also in Bonn, 
former Nazis occupy prominent 
positions in the administration, The 
Diisseldorf conference took place 


against the background of several. 
trials, two offering evidence of a 


most horrifying nature. That these 
trials are taking place at all implies 
that there is a troubling of con- 
science somewhere. Similarly, the 
sentences of imprisonment which 
have recently been passed on two 
German schoolteachers for saying 
that “it is a pity that not all Jews 


had been gassed” show that Dr. 
Adenauer’s 


Government is not 
insensible to the danger. Neverthe- 
less, it is a sad commentary that 


these things should still take place, 


and particularly at a time when the 
Germans themselves must be 
reminded by the trials of the 
ghastly crimes perpetrated by their 
own people only a decade and a 
half ago.

DEEP WATERS 


Two Orthodox Groups 
at Deputies 
To the Editor of THe Jewish. CHRONICLE 


Sir.-In order to avoid misunder- 
standing may I point out that the 
leading article in your. issue of June 
13. referred to the Independent 
Orthodox Group at the Board of 
Deputies, which consists of a small 
number of Deputies under the direc- 
tion of Mr. H. A, Goodman. . Our 
group, which numbers about 70 
Deputies, has—without seeking great 
publicity—done its best, both here 
and in Israel, to prevent mixed 
bathing in Jerusalem. 

The unique atmosphere of 
Jerusalem impresses itself. on any 
visitor who has not entirely Jost. a 
feeling for Jewish history and tradi- 
tion. Most of our members feel that 
even non-religious Jews ought to have 
some appreciation for the .sanctity of. 
the Holy City. Jerusalem’s atmo- 
sphere would suffer considerably by - 
the introduction of mixed bathing and 
‘the reaction of Orthodox 


Jews in this case differs from that 


shown in respect to any other place. 

We have, however, little in common 
with the Neturei. Karta and still less 
with their supporters in this country, 
whether. open or camouflaged. 

if the members of. the Neture 
Karta in Jerusalem had not refused to 
vote at the local election, there prob-: 
ably would have been an additional 
religious representative on . the 
Jerusalem Town Council. This would 
have maintained. an. Orthodox 
majority and the swimming-pool con- 


- troversy: might never have arisen. 


The Neturei Karta.do not recognise 
the State of Israel, nor its judges and — 
civil. servants, They openly demand 
the internationalisation of Jerusalem, 
and. the demonstration which led to 
the conviction: of. some their 
members took. place without the 
required permission by the Jerusalem 
authorities.. The police had, there- 
fore, to disperse the demonstrators. 


It was different, however, at the 


recent — large Aguda - sponsored | 


demonstration, for which permission . 
had been sought and obtained, where 


the police protected the demonstra- 
tors against attacks from the Left. 

If the police overstepped the limits 
set to police action it is: for ‘the 
interested Members of the Knesset to 
demand full investigation ‘and 
punishment of the guilty. Steps in. 
this direction have been taken. 

The apparent heaviness of the sen- 
tences recently imposed on members 
of the Neturei Karta for participating 
in ‘an unauthorised demonstration is 
explained by the fact that the accused 
repeatedly showed their contempt for 
the court and by their numerous 
‘previous convictions for similar 
offences. A group of people which 
constantly defies the State and its 
institutions has in any civilised country 
to suffer repeated State punishment. 

One might pity the Neturei Karta 
because they have at least the courage 
of their convictions and are prepared 
to suffer for their ideas. This cannot 
be said of their-open or camouflaged 


_ and frequently misguided supporters 


in this country. We are deeply 
ashamed of those who approach non- 
Jewish Members of Parliament for 
assistance in an internal Jewish con- 


which has 
matter; it is a controversy. otf suffi- 


troversy and also of those who 
openly accuse and attack the State 
institutions of Israel in the national 


press. We denounce the attitude of 


Jews who refuse to pay to Israel's 
national anthem the respect they 
would readily show to the anthem of 
any other nation and of those who 
burn the Jewish flag together with ay 
effigy of fsrael’s Prime Ministe; jn 4 
London street. 

Failure to denounce these pracjices 
weakens any appeal to our pop. 
religious brethren and to the Jewish 
authorities in the 
controversy. 

It also shows—to say the least, 
lack of appreciation of the impor:- 
ance of the State of Israe! fo; 
future of Jewry and Judaism. 

It is fortunate that this attitude jc 
not shared by the overwhelming 
majority Of religious Jews jin this 
country.

The Chief Rabbi 
of Vienna, Dr. Giidemann, after 
hearing the first draft of “ The Jewish 
State,” said to him: * Perhaps you 
are the one chosen by God.” The 
‘first’ Lord Rothschild, after refusing 
to receive Herzl for some years, called 
upon him at his hotel in London (in 
1902) and, in the conrse of conversa- 
tion, said to him: “ You are a great 
man.” Max Nordau, who was an

Poor Boy's SUCCESS "— 
OF A RUSSIAN JEW.” 


These headlines in the 


for June 17, 1908, did no more 


than typify the sensation which 


Selig Brodetsky’s Senior Wrangler- 


ship made fifty years ago. Ripples 
fade quickly into obscurity, but 


they die away much later ; and even 
today men who remember the 
Whitechapel of half a century ago 
will recall the thrill caused by 
Brodetsky’s success. 

The Senior Wranglership was the 
highest and best known academic 
honour available to the students of 


English universities. By regulations 


established in 1747 successtul-candi- 
dates for the Cambridge Mathe- 
matical Tripos were placed in three 
classes, the first of which were 
known as. Wranglers. The 
Wranglers were placed in order of 


merit, the first being known as 


the Senior Wrangler and the last 
the. “ Wooden Spoonist.”. Com- 


petition between Colleges for the 


honour—the blue riband of 
mathematics,” as it was termed— 
was ferocious, and no effort was 
spared either in securing promising 
material for the stables or in train- 
ing it for the great race. At length 
the University decided to end this 


system, and the last contest under 
the old regulations was to take place

between the two leading colleges:

DR. SIEGFRIED LEHMANN 


Dr. Siegfried Lehmann, the founder 
and for over 30 years the Director of 
the children’s village of Ben Shemen, 
in Israel, died in the village on 
Sunday. at the age of 66. 

Dr. Lehmann was born in Berlin 


-and was educated -at the Universities 


of Freiburg, Frankfort, and Berlin. 
He founded and directed the Chil- 
dren's. Welfare Department of the 
Jewish National Council in Lithuania 
and in 1920 the Children’s Home at 
Kovno for orphans and victims of the 
pogroms. 

It was at Kovno that Dr. Lehmann 
conceived the idea of transferring a 
group of young people to Palestine, 
and in 1926 he established at Ben 
Shemen a_ self-governing children’s 
settlement which was the forerunner 
of Youth Aliyah. The persecution of 
the Jews in Germany was the signal 
for the emigration of many refugees 
to Palestine, and it was Ben Shemen 
that was the first Jewish institution to 
receive Youth Aliyah wards from 
Germany im 1932. 


At the time of the Israeli-Arab war 


many of the younger children at the 
village had to be evacuated, but im 
1982 Dr. Lehmann had them taken

For eight days Eliezer studied and 
learned all he could.

Hyreanus was announced 
and he was invited to share the feast. 

Other rabbis noticed the entrance 
of Hyrcanus and whispered to Rabbi 
Jochanan: “The father of Eliezer, 
the wealthy Hyrcanus has arrived.” 

Rabbi Jochanan replied: “ See that 
he has a seat at his son’s table.”

At 
that moment Benaiah gave a signal to 
his men, and they all uttered a 
piereing cry which frightened the bird 
so much that it dropped the shamir to

Campaign for Increase Urged

The birth-rate of the Jewish people is the lowest in the world and 


is still steadily decreasing. 


But while the Jewish birth-rate is declining, 


the birth-rate in many other countries, and particularly. in the Arab world 


and among the Arabs in Israel, is. increasing. 


These details were given here this week by Dr. A. Shifroch Pevzner, 
of the Central. Office of Statistics, when he called for the establishment 
of a world Jewish organisation to campaign for an increase in the Jewish 
birth-rate in Israel and-jn the DjaSpora. | 

The birth-rate among the Arabs in Israel is, he said, 56 per 1,000 of 


the population. 
but among Jews in the Diaspora. it 
does not exceed 12.8 per 1.000. Among 
Jews in Israel the birth-rate has fallen 
from. 30.9 pet 1,000 in. 1950 to 23.3 


13,000,000 JEWS

The latest population estimates 
show that there are today nearly 
13,000,000 Jews scattered throughout 
the world. The greatest concentration 
is in the Western Hemisphere. In the - 
‘United States alone there are over 
5.200.000. Jews, in Canada’ .240,000, 
and in Central and South America 


about 600,000. 


Europe with 4,400,000 Jews, is the 
next largest Jewish centre, but of these 

only about 1,000,000. do not. suffer 
Communist domination, Asian Jewry 


The fowest birth-rate in any country is 20 per 1,000, 


(centred largely in Israel) totals nearly 
2.000.000, while about 500,000 live in 
Africa, and over 60,000 in Australasia. 

There are more Jews in the world 


today than at the turn of the century, |

figure totalled only 
11,209,000, with the overwhelming 
majority (9,282,000) concentrated in 
Europe. By 1939 there had. been an 
increase of about 50 per cent, the 
total at that time being -16,763,000. 
Ten million were in Europe, but vast 
communities (totalling 5,300,000) had 


been established in the. Western 


Hemisphere.
